{ time, and labours about them, 

bat Profits are as certaine ( by the 
bleſſing of God ) if men labour 
in them, as a harveſt of Corne in 
Autumme; when the husbandman 
hath plowed, and ſowed, in the 
fpring or other ſeafon.- orceſterſhire, Herefordfhire, Glouteyſhbire, 
Kent, and many other parts mm this Nation, can ſufficiently evi- 
dence the Profits of Orchards, and fruit-trees in the fieilds,and hedges: 
And thoſe good Common-wealthi-men, who have written of the | 
Improvement of lands, have all agreed, that this is-the higheſt way of 
improvement of any other. 

Mr Blith in his Book intignled, The Improver improved, ( a work

 Efore lenter apon the work it ſelfe, it will be conve- 
nient to Anfwere ſome maine Objections, to remove 
A ———_—— about this work of Planting Fruit-trees 
many from this profitable imployment, & may 
ſil hinder them unlefſe remov'd. And then will give ſome encou- 
ragements to it from Divine, and Humane Arguments and Teſtimonies, 
This isan Objetion amongſt. many in the Northern parts: 
they ſay the Northerne. Countries are fo cold, that Fruit-trees 
will not proſper, nor beare fruits there. | 
Tothis I Anſwere: That although it be trae that the Northern 
Countries lye in a more cold Clymate then //orceſterſhire Hereford- 
ſhire and thoſe fruic Countries, yer I doubt not but that if they 
were asdiligent in planting Frait-erees inthe North parts, as 
men are in theſe, they might have ſtore of good fruits: ſo that 
ſome Cautions be obſerved in the nature of the Trees: Its true: Cold 
Countries are not (o fitt for choice and tender fruits, as warme r Cly- 
mates,but there are diverſe kinds of hardy fruits, both Apples,Pears, 
Cherries, which yearely experience ſhewes endare cold,and come 
to perfection, in- cold ſprings when many other kinds are ſpoy= 
ted. Let ſach kinds therefore be ſought for and Planted: And 
beſides: thoſe good husbands in thoſe parts, who are diligent in 
Planting fruit-trees, have fruits an{werable. | 
 Ochers ſay, that if they ſhould plant fruit-trees , and beſtow 
much labour and coſt about them, when they come to perfe- 
Aion and bearing fruits they ſhould be rob'd of all, or moſt,and 
the Trees would be ſpoyled , & who would Plant to be ſo ſerv'd, 
To this I Anſwere: That if there were no remedy , againſt this 


miſcheife, it might indeed be a juſt diſcouragement: but this tear 


may be removed diverſe wayes.

more then this would require upon farr leffe advantages: 
3. But there is a third means to keep Orchards from being rob'd;

faint, before we could fee profit” of our labours, perhaps they 
would not beare fruits of Sixteene or Twenty yeares growth. 

I Anſwere, that though the Objeftion,were true, that trees 
Planted would be long ere they : come to bearing fruits, perhaps 
20 yeares or more , yet this ſhould not diſcourage us: eſpecially 
fach as may have good hopes to enjoy the profits, - amd pleaſures 
of them-many years after, and then leave them to their Children 
and to poſterity after them, But men are generally miſtaken up- 
on this Accompt, Frait trees rightly ordered, will not beſo long 
ere they beare fruits as they ſuppoſe: I ſhall ſhew a way that by

refions ( By the bleſſing of a divine hand that till attends honeſt 
labours ) we may receive Profit and Pleaſure from them in halfe 
Twenty years, yea in halfe that 'halfe, yea in lefſe then in five years:

of frait-trees ) after Grafting: Experience proves it, though 
we muſt know, the fruit cannot be much, while the trees are ſo

dyops. 
So - then ;; that Fruit-trees may be planted and come to

So thar I hope this grand diſcourage- 
ment (which -hath ſo long and ſo generally kept men trom this 
profitable work ) wiltbe remov'd. | 

Now ( asI promiſ'd ) 1 will lay down ſome Excitements, and 
Encouragements to the work of Planting fruit-trees. 

Many large workes have been compoſed by Ancient Authors 
for the Inſtrution of the hatbandman in this his principall work:

An Odores nutrinzt, i: a queſtion a- 
mongſt Philoſophers , ſome hold ſweet perfames nouriſhing,

grounds, beſide the /ife of the buſineſle. If men miffe the Prin« 
_ and eſſentials of an Art , they diſcourſe of it to little pur- 


So alſo inthe praftife: and therefore it has many times fallen 
out that ſome men having laboured much & ſpent much time, & 
coſt, Planting Frait-trees , yet their labours have not ſuccee- 
ded well, becauſe there has been miſtakes i» ſome principall, and ve» 


material things;either theTrees have not grown well,or if pro« 


pered, and come to a large grouth , yet they haye not borne 
Fruit well, which hath been a great diſcouragement, not vnly to 
themfelves,but to others who have ſeen it, | 
Now among all Obſervations about this Art of Planting Fruit« 
trees} know none of greater moment ,or more eſſential{ to the pro-= 
fitable proceeding in it,then the Choice of right kinds, and the joy- 
ning of Grafts,Buas,and Stocks fit for each other. 1 ſhall therefore 
mention ſome particulars of the 7 welve kindes of Fruit »trees 
which I have —_— _ to ſpeak a mr which I account 
rofitable,and beſt ts propagate and increaſe , and how they fit 
Rn beks when the A are to be Engrafted, of 
Firſt concerning eLppler: In the choice of Apple Grafts we 
muſt conſider not only the goodneſſe of che Fruit, but alfo, whes 
ther the Trees be = bearing Trees naturally: whether ſuch 
as have known them divers yeares,can ſay by experience rhey 
beare well, but many look not after this ſo much as what kind of 
fruitit 1s, 7 _ of goodneſſe, And thence it comes to paſſe, 
chat ſome men having ſtore of faire, large Fruit-trees, they have 
but lictle fruit from them. Therefore let the generalitie of Frait+ 


' trees(both in the Orchards and in the Fie/ds)be of right kindes in 


reſpe of bearing as well as in reſpeR of £004veſſe 6f the fruir,and 
then for rariety,chere may be ſome of other kinds of good and 
choice fruits though they beare bur few, and ſeidome.

The Lucene Apple is a 
great bearing fruit, and good: So the Giloflonre.Many other kinds 
might be named,that are ſpeciall good fruits, and great bearing 
kindes,and ſome perſons prefer one kind, and ſome another. But 
the great and general! Rale in this,and all other kinds of Fruits, 
15,t0 take Grafts from thoſe Trees which are knowne by experience to 
beare =_ of fruits , and good, and to multiply theſe as much as 
may be. EF 

As for Socks fit for AppleGrafts,l account (rab-trees, better 
then ſweeter Apple-trees to Graft on , becauſe they are uſually 
free from the (a»key, and will become very /arge Trees, and I 
conceive will laſt longer then Stocks of ſweeter Apple-trees,and 
will make fruits more ſtrong,and hardy to endure froſts , and 
cold weather in the ſpring time: yet it is good to chuſe 
ſtocks of ſome pleaſant Apples,co graft ſome choice fruit upon. 
Becauſe that the ſtock has ſome ſmall influence upon the fruits 
to makethem more delicate,ifgrafred upon a choice ſtock, -Al- 
though notwithſtanding the graft may be ſaid to Governe,, as is 
ſhew'd at large. Y | 

As for Peares there are multituds of kinds,as well as of Apples, 
ſome preferring one kind and ſome another , and one and the 
ſame fruit,is called by ſeverall names, in ſeverall places. A late 
Author fates he is perſwaded there are 400.or 500. /everall kinds 
of Peares, Now therefore; it is a point of wiſdome ro chuſe 

rafts from the beſt bearing kinds, although ( it may be ) not ſo 

elicate to eat as ſome others. I know none but they are very 

uſefull,and profitable. i 

The Win/or Peare is accounted one of the beſt with us , ſome 
kinds beare not well, but ſome. others doe,therefore obſerve the 
former Rule. The ſommer Burgamet is a choice fruit , and the 
Trees beare well. 

But for a coſtant bearing kind. I know: none better then the 
4 atherin peare, but they muſt be quickly ſpent , for they are no 
aſting fruits: a man having great ſtore , - may make excellent _ 
Perryof chem, For they bave a pleaſant juyce. 


The 
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The Greeneficld Peare is an excellent Peare,and will laſt indife 
ferent well,and is a great bearer, 

There is a Pearethey call a choke- Peare,which is accounted a 
ſpeciall kind, for Perry,although the Peare to eat,is ſtark naught, 
and therefore men may adventure to plant the Trees in the 
fields and bedges,and need not feare ſtealing of the fruits. I adviſe 


(for that reaſon) to plant many of the Trees7, on purpoſe to- 


grinde the fruits for Perry. M. Parkinſon faies the Perry of theſe 
peares is ſcarſe diſcerned from wine , neither by zaſt nor colour, 
after it hath been kept certain Months. 


The beſt kind of ſocks to graft Peare-grafts upon,are ſuch as 


come of the Seeds or Kernel!s of Peares. I know no difference a- 
mongſt theſe, but all good to grafr upon. And Tutterly diſlike 
grafting theſe fruits 'upon pphite thorue , or upon any kinde 


of ſtocks beſide Peare-ſtocks. The fruits are naught ( having a 
' hard and ſtony core)if grafted upon a Thoryetree. 


. Thereare many kinds of Cherries, The Flanders-Cherry is-moſt 
generally planted here in England, and is a great bearing fruit. 


there are two ſorts of them, the Early, and the late Flanders; 


the early is almoſt as ſoone as the May-Cherry, it follows cloſe 
after , and then the /ate Flanaers--( herry upon that. The 
May-Cherries are tender, the Trees muſt be ſet in a warme 
place, upon ſome ſouth wall, or morning ſunne. but the Flax- 
ders both kinds beare well in. Orchards, and feilds at large; both 
kinds are very good, and good bearers. | : 

The black bart (herry is a very ſpeciall fruit, and a great bear- 
ing fruit; and doubtleſle exceeding proper to preſle for wine, ei- 
ther to drinke of it ſelfe,or to mix the juyce with Syger to give it 
a colour , as Clarret-wine. it being of a deepe red, and a ſmall 
quantity of it, will colour a gallon of Syder or white-Wine. There 
is a (berry we call the great bearing cherry, of M.Millen. It may 
very well be called the great bearer, for the Trees ſeldome- fayle 
of great ſtore of fruits,although in-a cold,and ſharp ſpring. It is 
ſomething a tart frait,of a very deep red, almoſt blackiſh , when 
full ripe. The juyce is very proper to colour Syder,PerryWhite- 
W4xe,or the like. | 
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This kind of fruit is moſt fit for co/4 Comnries in the Norths 
parts,and although it be not altogether (o pleaſant as ſome other 
Cherries,by reaſon of the tartneſſe of the juyce,yet let men know 
that ſharp Cherries are accounted more wholſome then the 

ſweet. And ſuch as plant Trees of this kind may have good 
ſtore of Fruits,when others(it may be)want, who have none of 
thefe Trees. | 

Concerning Srzocks fit for Cherry-trees , T account the black. 
( herry ſtock the beſt , to graft any kind of Cherry upon.' Yet 
ſome ſay the red (herry-fock is beſt for ay Cherries. But the 
black Cherry flocks are goodly ſtraight Plants and full of ſap, 
and become greater Trees then the red Cherry-trees. 

There are very many kinds of P/u#ms , many more then of 
Cherries. I eſteem the ©yſle Plum one of the beſt, being a faire 
large black plum,and of an excellent relliſh, and the Trees beare 
abundantly, The Violet,and Premorden plum-trees, are very great 
bearing trees,and the fruits pleaſant , and good. The Damaſecor - 
Plum is a good fruit,and the trees beare well. 

Many other kinds might be named,very good plums ; fome 
approve of one kind,and fome of another,but the dryeſt plums 
which part from the ſtones,are accounted beft. 

Plum Grafts maſt be grafted,or inoculated upon Plum-ſtecks, 
not upon cherry ftocks,or any other kind of ſocks, that I know. 
The white Peare-plum ſtocks are accounted the beſt , and the 
Damſon ſtocks the worlt,as being dry ftocks: ſo that Grafts can- 


not cake,nor thrive upon them. Thoſe ffocks of plums which have 


large leaves,and full ſhoots, ] account the beſt. 
Graft not Plum grafts upon cherry ſtocks , nor cherries upon 
Plams,as ſome preſcribe:different kinds will not agree together. 
Though Aprecocks are(in the generall) accounted P/aws, yet 


| Of Aprecocks pocauſe of the Excellency of the fruit they may be ſpoken of by 


themſelves. I know but few kinds of them, bat ſome 1know to 
be far better bearers fome are larger then others,and ſome ſooner 
ripe then others. All good fruits. Ther's one kind that is a very 
great bearer,and a faire large fruit, obſerve then thoſe Trees that 
uſually beare well, and get Buds from them at the ſeaſon to /x0- 
culate,asis ſhew'd p.50.for theſe muſt be propagated only by 
the Zad,not by grafting, I account the yyhite Peare-plum ſtocks 


the beſt to [nocalare Aprecock, Buds upon ,alchough they "X be 
One 
(| 
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done upon other P/um-ſtocks with good ſucceſle,if they be good 
juycie ſtocks,able to give large nouriſhment , for. Aprecock 
trees require much nouriſhment. I ſhall joyne the Ne&-;xe with 
the Aprececk,although anotherkind of fruit. The beſt kind that 
I know is the Roman red Nettrine, But it is very hard to be pro- 
pagated:as for Grafting,none take that way , and but-few with 
incculating which I concieve is the reaſon it is the deareſt of all 
- Plants with us. The ye/ow,and greene Nefrines are much ſhort 
of it in goodneſle, - 

The White Peare-plum ftocke , (though accounted the beft for 
any plum,yet I find )is ſcarce good enough for this fruit to be in- 
 eculated upon it, though ſome doe indifferent well. 

But 1 hold it beſt to inoculate the Rowan red Neftrine upon 
- the Branch ofan Aprecock which before hath been Tnoculated 
vpon a good Plum-ftock,that it may give not only a larper, but 
a finer nouriſhment then ordinary Plum-ſtocks can doe, 

_ Of Peaches there are divers kinds: I know by experience the 
Nutmeg and Newington Peaches to be excellent taſted froits,and 
very good bearers, eſpecially the Nutmeg Peach , which makes 
amends for the ſmallneſle of the fruit: but the Newington Prach 
is a very large,and gallant fruit, NE : 

Theſe require choice P/am- ſtocks to be inoculated upon, as the 
#hite Peare plum ſick, or elle ſtocks comming of Peach ſtones. 

Iknow but one kind of Figs that come to -ripenefle with us 
in England. The great Blew-fig , as large as a Catherine Peare. 
T he trees grow in divers Gardens in Oxford , and beare their 
fruits to perfed tipeneſle,if ordered as they ſhould be. The trees 
muſt be ſet againſt a South wall, and be ſpread up with nayles, 
andLeathers. , 4, | |

Theſe Trees are not 
increaſed by Grafting,or Inoculating, but by Cattings from the 
Branches,or ſides of the Trees: Cut a Bough off,as big as a mans 
arme,and after cut it in ſmall Truncheons, or peeces a yard long

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or more, lay theſe in the gronnd a foot deep, only the one end

Graft, or Inoculate ſuch againe,though great, and old Trees,ſfuch 
whoſe boughs are- as big as a mans hand-wriſt, or ſmaller, may 
be cur off, and grafted in the Cleft,with a cupple of good Grafts,

"The time for this work (in generall)is in Awtamne,when trees 
have done growing , and thatis divers weeks before the Leaves 
fall. Stay not ( as the caſtome is) till November, or after,before 
you rravſplant,for the beſt time is abour the later end of Sep« 
tember,but becauſe ſome trees are ready-for 7r4n/planting ſoos 
ner then others, obſerve this Ry/e. 

Immediatly after Plants have done growing , its beſt ro tranſplant 
them. And when they have done growing may be feen by the 
rop,or end of the Plant,the top of the Branches will be cloſed, or 
ſhutup, and no more ſmall Leaves will appeare, as in thoſethac 
have not done growing. | | 

Ies a great advantage to remove plentrbetime , for ſfach prow a 
while after in their Roors before wimer , and thereby not only 
preſerve themſelves in winter , bat alſo make ſome preparation 
againſt the Spring : which thoſe removed im Winter cannotdoe. 
Stay notthereforetill the Leaves fall ere you remove, aft 
they may be remov'd thex with good ſuccefle , but- it is not 
good atthattime as before. . 

The time of removing being come , and tlie place prepared for 
ſetting them againe, then be carefull in taking up the plants, dig: 
round about them, and take off the mould from their Roors, if it- 
be a ſmall plant it may be drawn up eafily , the mould being ta- 


ken away,if it be great,and the Roots ſpread much , then they 
may

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may be cut about halfe a yard from the body of the Plant ; and 
the greater it is,the father off cut the Roots: and fo draw. it up: 
and break off all the Leaves the firſt thing you doe, for the Sun

The nextwork js to prutie the Roots and branches, as they Prime the 
need. All theends of the Roots muſt be cut ſmooth, and moſt of 790. 
the ſmall ſrings,or fibra's cut away,that ſo the mould may cloſe 
to every ſide of thoſe that are left,and new ſtrings may put forth 
at the cut place; and leave notall the Roots(as the cuſtome of 
ſome is)it rpuch hinders the grouth, the mould cannot poſlibly 
be made to cloſe about all of them being many, as it may about 
2a few. 
Likewiſe if the Plant be of 3 or 4 yeares grouth or more, p,,,. .z.

Concerning Order in ſetting Trees, though it be not eſſentiall Order i» ſet- 
© toa good Occhard,yet if men ſtand{ups it,they may meaſure out ting T rees. 
a ſquare plot of ground (more or leſle) by a line,and then mea- 
ſure the diſtance that muſt be betweene every tree, according 
to the kizds that are to be planted, and according to the good- 
xeſſe,or nature of the ſoile as hath been ſaid. And having woked 
exaQly the /quare plor,and the diſtance of the Trees, then ſet the 
foure corners firſt,then fill up the ſqnare plot, on all the foure 
ſides, with plants, ordered as before, and ſo goe onto fill up all 
the other places in the Plot, exactly by Line, or by eye, if 
there be foure or five perſons to aſſiſt in the work. And by this 
meanes the Trees will ſtand in Rowes every way. This ſquare 
once planted , though but ſmall at firſt , may be enlarged every 
way , as the ground permits, or elſe the Orchard ' may 'be 
drawn out in length,and yet the Trees ſtand in aright Line eve- 
ry way by this meanes, | A ſpeciall 

In ſetting all ſorts of Trees conſider what ſoile they came out-zyle in tranſ- 
of, whether a fat,and forc'd ſoile(asdivers of the Nurſeries about p/ayting:. 
London) or ſome ordinary naturall ſoile. If they came out of ve" . . 
ry good ground,then procure as good or better,if it may be had; 
though bara little: to lay next to their Roots when they are' ſer 
againe. This ſhonld alwaies be obſerved. To Plant Trees in at 
goed or better ſoile being remov'd, as that ont of which they were ta= 
ken. For every thing in nature advanced to the better, it is grate- 
Full, and beneficiall toi , but if it be carried to the worle, it is a 
check,and repulſe ro nature,and ſuch a one,as that if it be in any 
Sreat degree, it either much weakens it, or quite deſtroies it. 
Therefore chuſe Trees out of natural ſoyles, and the worſe , the 
better for the Trees , but if they muſt be had out of rich ſoyles, 
then be ſure to procure ſome(more or leſſe)of as good, or better. 
then that out of which they are remov'd, to lay to their Roots, 
when ſet againe, | KEED 

For want of obſerving this courſe , many hundred of good: 

plants have been loſt from time to time. The well ordering of 
young Plants the firſt and ſecond yeare of planting , has an in- 
fluence upon them many yeares , which if negle&ed =m , 
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the labour, and diligence of many yeares after; cannot coun- 
tervzile it, the ordering of Cattell while they are young, either 
makes or marrs' them, ſo of Trees, and other things in ſome 
proportion; after they have well taken Rootethe firſt and Se- 
cond yeare, they will then grow in ordinary ſoyles, the great 
dangeris at firſt plantivg. | 

Concerning Wall trees: the eAprecot, Peach, Nettarine, Vines 
tree &c. theſe and ſuch choice fruit-trees, muſt be planted upon 
a South-wall , it it may be; T he beſt next that I accompt the 
Eaſt-wall,andthe Weſt not ſo good,the North-wall is nothing 
worth, as having no adyantage by the ſunne as the other. 

Theſe trees being ſet ( as before is ſaid ) they muſt be plaiſht, 
or ſpread upon the Wall, being young, (and fo from yeare to 
yeare as they grow greater) with Nailes, and Lethers. And as 
they grow larger, cut only ſome of the ſuperfluous Branches, 
and twiggs inthe middle part, but cut not the utmoſt ſides or 
top Branches,untill they be ſpread as large as they ſhould ſpread 
and. be ſure to leade the maine, and biggeſt Branches, along the 
ſides of the wall, both wayes, and ſuffer them not to riſe ſtraight 
up as naturally they will,but corre nature by art. 

Wall=trees being. growen as large as they may be permitted, 
muſt be Pruxed from yeare to yeare; firſt in Sommer, ſecondly 
in Yixter, About the end of «xe, or middle of 7«ly the eLpre- 
cot-trees (eſpecially) will have put out many large ſhoots, ſome 
of which muſt be cut off, and others ſpread up to the wall, 
where there is'roome tor them, Tye upas many as you can con- 
veniently with Lerhers, and Nayles; and cut the reſt off, that 
will notſo well ſpread to the Wall, then with a paice of ſheeres, 
or hook, or ſharp pruning knife,cut all the forepart of the Trees 
even, and ſmooth, , as may be, and ſo cut, and ſpread the bran- 
ches as that the fruits, (which by that time will be growen to- 
wards their bigneſſe ) may have the ſunne to refreſh, and ri- 
pen-them. 

\. Secondly towards the begining of &&Fobey, ( or ſo ſoone as 
the Leaves are fallen off) the branches that croſle one another 
or are. not -well' placed , may be redified; orany of the great 
boughes, which are growen old, and have but few ſmall bran- 
ches upon them may be cut off, which muſt not becut off in 
Semmer time, leſt that too great, and ſudden obſtruion of 
oe Sap, 
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Gp, kill the whole tree. Bat the catting of the ſmall Branches 
in Sommer, is ſome ſmall check, and ſtopto the lap, and hin- 
ders the exceſſive riſing of it at that time,which elſe would ſpend 
it ſelfe i» /arge ſwperfluous branches, and ſo rob the fruits : And 
beſides, as that cutting conduceth to the fairneſſe, and early ri- 
pening of the fruits, ſo allo it cauſeth multitudes of Branches, and 
Buds for bloſſomes the next Spring , but this winter Pruning is 
chiefly for the well ordering of the branches that could' not be 
well placed (by reaſon of the Frzirs & Leaves imSommer-time) 
and for the cutting off of greater Branches, when need is, 
' Itis a greaterrour amongſt ſome,who ſuffer all the young, & 
> . 15 

large Shoots to grow as much as they will,all Sammer without rms 
cutting, and then in inter they uſually cut all or moſt of them &* 
quite off from the trees, and preſerve only che old ſNtumpe, or 
biggeſt Branches of the trees, and by this meanes in the middle 
parc of the Tree, and neere the Root, thereare few, or no- 
Joung Branches, to be ſeene: Whereas they ſhould preſerve the 
Joung Branches to ſpread up againſt the wall, untill it be full 
of ſmall Boughs, And then ſome young Shoots ( every yeare) 
may be cut off in Sommer, as before. 

And in curting away Branches, be ſare to take thoſe away 
that grow theſtrajghreſt ont, and will not ſo cafily be bowed 
to the Wall, as the other : And preſerve branches as low, and 
as neere the ground as may be, and cauſe them to bend , and 
grow ſtraight along the ſides of the Wall both wayes ; and 
ſuffer not the biggeſt Branches to riſe ſtraight upward,as (com- 
monly moſt doe, ) batnailethem downwards. "1 

As for great Trees in the Orchards, Fields, Hedges, &c. they Pruning old 
muſt be Pruned from yeare to yeare, as ws. is, in Ofto- ſtandard- 
ber, November, orthereabouts: obſerve to cut off the ſuper- trees.

But in caſe the ſop/e about the Roots be over fat, andfertill , it 
may hinder bearing, for it will cauſe Trees to ſhoot forth great 
Jarge ſhoots,and to ſend forth broad Leaves,and but little fruit: if 
ſo,then take away ſome of the fertill ſop/e , and put in,inſtead, 
ſand,or cole aſhes,or any ſtuffe that is barren , that it may dry up, 
and abate ſome of the roo full feeding that the Trees had , and ſo 
cauſe frairfulneſſe. Though Meat and Drink be never ſogood, & 
wholſome,yetexceſſe hurts the body. | 

Andfurther obſerve: That Afowing of Grounds yearely,where 
Fruit-trees grow,is exceeding prejudiciall to Trees in reſpeR of: | 
bearing(unleſſe the /o3/e be exceeding ferti#)But paſtwring of Or>" 
chards,and Grounds where Fruit-trees grow , is obſerved to be 
of great advantage to their proſpering,and bearing Fruits. When 
Cattle 2re ſuffered to lye,and paſture under, & about the Trees, 
they much benefit the Roots, by their warmth in fitting, and by 
their ſoz/e, which ſoaks down among the Roots, and isa great 
refreſhing to them,as hath been found by cleare Experzence. 

Thetfore permit (arzle(if it may be convenient)to lye,& pa- 
ſture,under &among Fruit.trees(aiter they are grown ſtrong, & 
out of their reach)ſave only. at thoſe ſeaſons when Fruits are ripe, 
becauſe rubbing againſt the Trees would ſhake down the fruits, 
and ſpoilthem. And it were better they did not rub againſt the 
Trees at any time, for in that reſpiec they may doe hurt., there- 


fore ſet Srakes or Poſts about the Trees forthe (attle to rubb 
againſt, whereby the Trees may be preſerved. 

And concerning Tra»ſplanting, Pruning , and Ordering the 
Rooxs of Trees,thus much, See further, Errors 3n Prattife.

grow upo gravell ground they'l hardly be cared, without alcering 
the ſoile in a great meaſure. 

Secondly,concerning H/chiefes imerdent to Frairs by (ater- 
—x Ants, Erewigs, Suailes , Waſps, Birds 3; androld, and ftrong 
Wimas. | 

In the ſpring time Ceterpulers breed (and devour many buds, 
bloſſomes,and young fruits , eſpecially in a dry ſeaſon: ) of the 
Dew and Leaves (as one ſaies )when the Eaſt Winds blow much, 
which cauſeth that moiſt and ſlimy marer to vivifie. They breed 
alſo (as is obſerved ) ofthe Spawne of Batterflier. Now how to 
to deſtroy them. © I know no. better way then to pluck off 
thoſe leaves which have the Cobwebs made upon them,(in which 
they breed)and cread them under foot, for one of them con- 
taines multitudes. +122 

And for thoſe that eſcape, being upon the Trees, ſome ſmoake 
them with ſtraw or ſuch like, which makes them fall off, They 
may be deſtroied alſo by ſquirting water up. into the Trees «- 
mong the Boughs, which waſheth them off. | 

Secondly, Ants and Piſmires, hurt Fruits, multitudes creep up 
into ſome Trees, and eat the Fruits. Therefore ſeek out their hils 
where they breed,and lye,and powre in /ra/zing water , amongſt 
them till-they be deſtroied.

er any hollow thing neexe the Roots ofthe Trees,and among the 
rs Mob as at.

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Boughs,upon the ends of ſticks,and they'l creep in,and lye there, 
then take off theſe hoofes quickly , ad ſhake them into a boule 
of water,or cruſh them with your foot upon the ground, 

Theſe Creatures doe moſt miſcbiefe to Wall-trees, eſpecially 4 
upon old walls.

Another mi/chiefe incident to fruit , is by Waſps and Hornets 5 
ſomerimes,ſome find out their neſts,& are ſo bold as to deſtroy Waſps, 
them there, by ſcalding water,or ſome other way. Another way 
rodeſtroy them is by hangingEarthen Pots halfe full of water in 
Trees,dawbed in the innerfide with hony,and they will leave the 
fruits and fall to the hony, and having ſuckt of it,they fall into

Birds alſo ſpoyle Buds and fraits:the Bul-finch and Lennetin 6 
the Winter time and Lage 7 up multitudes of Buds of Cher- Birds, 
rie-rrees,and ' Plam-trees, which are prepar'd for bloſſomes and 
fruits,being ripethey peck and eat many: You may deſtroy them

And then we make uſe of all the Fruits for our greateſt Profit. 
and becauſe ſome have ways to order fruits for advantage, which 
others know not of, I thinke good to ſay ſomething concerning 
the uſe of fruits,in reſpect both of their Alimentall, and Phyſical 
V/e. 
Firſt concerning the uſe of Apples. 

When Apples are ready they may be Diſpoſed of Divers wayes, 
ſome for Syder,others for Sale,others for daily Diſtes 10 the T a» 
ble. 

$yder is uſually made of fuch Apples as are moiſt ſommer 
fraics,ſome are fit to make Syder ſo ſoone as they are gathered, 
others may lye a certaine time to mellow.as they uſe 1n ſome 
places, whereof moſt excellent Syder is made if the, Apples are ta- 
ken when they are juſt ready,and fit to'eate, being the crude, or 


How to make raw (ſpirit is then digeſted. 


The Apples being ripe, gather them,& being cleane piciced from 

Stalks and leaves,grind them in the Mill or potvnd them (mall 
in Trows of wood, or ſtone, then ſtraine them, & tunne up the 
Liquor, immediately, let it not ſtand as ſome do,it looſerh ſpi. 
rits: And having filled a Veſſel! greac,or ſmall,take C/ay,and lay 
it round abont the Tunne hole, not to ſtop it up,buc make it 
hollow round about,to containe ſo much $yder,as that (when 
it hath done working )the Veſlell may yet be full, put in a ſmall 
quantity of Muſtard,to make it worke the better, and when it 
hath done working then ſtop it up preſently, very cloſe,and ir 
will keep better then if the Veſſell were not full. ga; 

In drawing of it,givejt no more Aire then needs muſt. 

If you hang divers kinds 6fSpices(bruiſed)in the middle of the 

Veſſell,ia a thin Linnen Bag,they give the Liquor an excellent 
reliſh:put-it not in,till the Syder 'have done working. 

If you boyle'Sydey (with ſpices) newly ſtrayned , ſuch will be 
cordiall;you may colour it with juyce of Malberies or Raſberies,

' Before you gather Apples to keep, let them be ripe, which may How to keepe 
be known by the co/oxr,and by the ſzed,cat ſome of them , and if eApples- 
the ſeed be tarn'd browne, or ſomewhat blacke, ſach may be ga- 
thered; gather them in a dry day,pull them one by one;and put 
them intoBaskets lined with woollen cloath,that they bruiſe nor. 
Carry them into a Loft or upper Chamber , and lay them on 
© Mats or Boords,not on Plaiſter,or Clay Flowers. Lay them thin, 
not on heapes,as ſome doe , let the windows, and holes on the 
Soxth fide be all ſhut up, but open eſpecially upon the North /ide, 
in dry daies,that the ayre,and winds may dry up their ſuperflu- 
ous moiſture.

quiry of truth,doe beget hopes,and, beliefes in themſelves , of ſtrange

And eiſewhere he ſaies, The Canſes and Axioms of ſome anci- 
ent,and moderne writers,are ſo full of Imagination , and ſo infeted 
with old received T heories;as they are meere Inquinations, ( or de* 
folements Yof experience.

This I ſay is a dangerous Inſtrufion , becauſe Stocks removed 
have ſo great a wound and repulſe by removingonly, that they 
cannot well beare another ſo ſoone after,. ſo great as Grafting 
would be: Therefore let ſtocks removed grow a yeare, or 
two before Grafting, Reaſon, and Experience.is cleare enough in 
this, ? 

Secondly Theophraſts giving inſtruQions for Planting, ſaievs 2 
:Take away none of the Roots, for it is a fooliſh thing to lyoſe 
'thoſe roots we have,that we may get new. | 

Thisis a hurtful and dangerous Inſtruttion, for except many of 
the ſmall ſtrings, and.roots be cutaway , and all the ends ot the 
great ones,they will not put forgh new Reors, as they will if cut;

For Grafts ſhould be 
taken before they ſwell with ſap,forit is a repulſe to Nature to 
cut them after ſap ſtirres in them: neither will ſuch take hold on 
the ſtock ſo ſoon as thoſe which are indigent , and needy of fap:

leſſe that they ſhould do this for many yeares, and leaſt of all 
that the Grafts(cut from theſe Trees) ſhould reraine theſe ver- 
tues, being ſet on other ſtockes. | 

May it reaſonably be ſaid, That a Meſſe of ſweete and plea- 
fant meat, nay only a Bit of ſuch meate given to a Child of ten- 
der yeares, the ſame will retaine dhe vertues, and Ntrength of 
ſuch meate, all hjs life time, yea will transferrethe vertnes of it 
to his children after him; when every one knowes the ſtrength 
and vertue of the beſt meate or drinke (though taken in great 

nantity ) is ſoone over, and ſpent,and that it is a continued 
aily ſupply,that does uphold and maintaine the body in good 
ſtate and condition. 

We have no reaſon to believe that the vi. tues and ſtrength of 
any daintie diſh will continue ſo long with us, as Elia's Aſorſell 
of wear did with him , which yet was but fortie daies, and that 
was a Miracle too: how much leſle reafon have we to think ig 
will laſt many yeares, 

Is there not I ſay as much reaſon for this asthe other. Admit 
it were poſſible that a ſmall quantitie of [weer forces ſhould travf 
fuſe &communicate its properties to all the parts of atree,yet it 
would not continue long in it , bat it muſt be « cextinned, and 
daily ſnpply of ſuch ſweet things,as muſt work that effeQ , if poffi- 
bly fach a thing may be,by any meanes. Creatures reraine thoſe 
properties that are fixed, and radicated in them by werure ; accor- 
ding to their imnete and intrinſicall forme, but eaſily, and quickly 
caſt off ſuch as are adventitiow and accidemall , az theſe things | 
we. ; Yor" | 
Another ofthe ſecond ſort of Errors, is this, Lanjceria gives Na: bit fol6, || 
an Inffrnitox to produce colonred frujts: Ramo Cerafi(ſive dlttrins | 
Arbors) ſciſſo ad mednllam, Lazwrinm aliumve colorem inſerito, fic 
ennarm fruit refert. that is put into the bengh of a Cherry-tree( or 
any other tree)cnt ro the pith the Azare ftone(which # partly green 
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and partly bleW)or any other colour Which are meanes v0 colony the 
fruits of ſuch trees, | 

Ruelina ſaies, Non deſunt qui ſub Arbores Roſas ſerant , fic rabra 
Poma dari promittunt. Some ſet Roſes under fruit-trees , and ſay by 
that meanes the trees will bring forth red fruits. S0 Democritu: $5 
woles rubram habere: obtinebs, Roſis purpurets ſub arbore conſirus. 

The ſame infiruQion is given bya late Engliſh Author. 

Another ſaies,to have ce/oured Peaches , we' ſhould colour the 
kernels within the ſtones,and the fruits will be of the ſame colour. 

The fame Author ſaies,to have Red Apples, put the Grafts into 
Pikes blood. 

We ſee here their preſcriptions for rare colour 'd fruits, which 
are as farre off from e7ath or Reaſon , as the former concerning 
fruits of an aromatique or Spicy taſte, for the things are not only 
dangerous if tryed, but if it were.not ſo,yet ate weake, and inva- 
lid towards the working of any ſucheffes. Becauſe colour is an 
accident,cleaving to ſome ſubſtance and as the ſubſtance is dil- 
folved,and converted into another body,then it looſeth its acci- 
dexts,which it-had before, as colour, ſhape, &c as a peece of cloath, 
Wood, or the like, being burned, rotten or otherwiſe diffolved, 
does looſe its co/oar , or other accidents, that it had before it's 
change. And coloured Meats,caten and turned into fle/3,6/00d, &- 
| c997 FT their cologrs, taſte, &c. So thejuyce of the earth,if it 

e white black, browne,or any other colour, yetwheo it.is drawn 
by Roots,for inſtance: ' Carrots, then it is turned.into a Teliow, 
or Redaiſh colour,or if drawn by Tarzups, it is then converted in- 
to. a White colour , thongh it were a quite contrary before. 

So alſo of Ligzers,(or other things of delicate colours ) being 
converted into the ſubſtance of Trees, Fruits, and Leaves, they 
Jaoſe their former colonrs,though never ſo glorious , and. beauti- 
fall. And if great quantities of coloured-lijuors, or other ſub- 
ſtances.cannot produce coloured fruits , how much more impof- 
ſibleis it. that a drop,or two,of any.coloured thing ſhould doe 
it,or only co/ouring the kernells ( as he ſpeaks of: ) which could 
not become trees of many yeeres after. It's cleare,that fruits con- 
vert the ſubſtances they draw into their own.natures,and receive . 
little or no alteration,unleſſe by a conſtant;, and continuall.ſup- 
Ply from yeare to yeare. Concerning ſe:ting Roſe-rrees under 
ot 


r Trees to produce coloured fraits,it.is one of the moſt ridicu- 
| lous 
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Jous conceits that I have read , what is it that ſhonld worke the 
effe; may it be imagined that the Trees can ſee the Red- Roſes Wh. 
as 7acobs ſheep did the Rods in the water,and ſo bring forth fruits G<n- 30-37 
according to the ſame colour,can any man apprehend ſo much 
as a colour, or ſhadow of a Reaſon for it? 
Another of the ſecond ſort of Errors is this: 

Afﬀricanns givesan InſtruQion to procure Walnuts without 5 
hucks:Naces nudas & fine putaminibus edent Fuglandes &c: Wal- 
' wht tres{he(aies)do bring forth bare nuts without hnsks if the haske 
and ſhell be broken, and the kernell taken ont without hurt , and 
wrapped in wooll, or freſh Vine leaves , that the kernels may be pre- 
ſerved from Ants, or other things, and then ſet in the earth againe. 
. Florentine affirmes the like of Almonds, if aſhes be ſprinkled in the 
holes where they are ſet, So another late Author : not onely of 
Wal-nuts and Almonds , but of all other ſhell fruits. | 

Were it not a wonderfull ſ1ghtto ſee Yallnuts and all Nuts, 
to grow without husks, we know the Nuts of themſelves have 
no ſtalke-, and how then ſhould they grow upon the Tree withs 
out huskes to incloſe them. What is ic that ſhould worke this 
ſtrange effeR: is it becauſe the kernels are put into the ground 
without ſhels,and for that the tree ſprings from the kernels on- 
ly; Doe not all Trees ſpring from the kernells only, though fer 
with their ſhells, the huſk and fell, contribute nothing at all 
rowards the Tree,they open for the kernel! ro ſpring out,and then 
rot themſelves. 

Another of this ſecond ſort # thu: 

A late Author gives Inſtcuctions about early fruits, and.-late; 6 
and chainge of fruits byGrafting, he faies: If you graft a late fruit 
01 an early ſtock, the fruit willbe early, and if you Graft an Ear- 
ly fruit upon a late ſtocke, the fruit will be late. As if faith he)you 
graft Apples,on Mulbery-trees, you ſhull have fruit all ſommer, even 
rill November. And that if you graft a Plum» tree,on the Nut-tree, 
the hack Will be like the Nyt-huſk:,but within it Will be a Flume. 
Or if you graft aPlam(or any other fruit)on the Fig-tyee,the fruit * 
will grow without Bleſſoming, 31 

Theſe things cannot be; for contrary kinds will-not grow 
together, as the Plum-tree and Fig-rree,or Plum: tree, and Nut- 
zree, bur if different ſorts would agree, and grow together 
yet theſe effeAs would not be,becauſe Grafts doe alWayes: rule, 
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& keep their own natwres,or alter very little. L, Bectin buNat hift, 
{aies plainly: thele are imaginations & untrue, becauſe (faith he ) 
the Ciozs overrule the ſtock quite. So againe pag.97.which Ex- 
perience confirmes. 7 

Another of the ſecond ſort of Errors is this; Democrizua(as one 
affirmes}gives an Inſtruion for procuring fruits with 1»/crip-

engraven. Is not this an odd conceit: that wriring upon the kers 
#e4,ſhould produce fraits writtew or engreven. A man(no doubt) 
with as good fuccefſle may ingrave , or write upon the fbe// or 
hucke of an Almond,or other fruit, as upon the kere/, or if he 
will upon the paper or parchment, in which it is inwrapt: for the 
Rind of the Kernell contributes nothing to the tree or frasr, 
bur opens (as the Huſke or ſhell) to Jet out the 5nner part of the 

er me W. 
b But if a man deſires to hare fruits with 5»/criptions and engra« 
vings,he muſt rake another courſe preſcribed by a Learned Au- 
thor, (apon better grounds) which is, by vriting wpon the fruits 
with a needle or beakin, when the fruits are young , and as they grow 
big ger,ſo the Letters will grow more large and graphical. 

Concerning the /econd/ort of Errors thus much, it were eafic 
to mentioa many more as idle as theſe, but I ſhall not trouble my 
fri/e,nor the Reader with them ar preſent: only 1 ſay in the ge- 
neral{ letmen take heed of ſuch things afferted by Anthors, as 


have neither Reaſon wor Experience to uphold them,leaſt they 
fpend their moncy,labowr and time about them, and inſtead of 


and plea(ures, find diſcouragements, and trouble. 

The third ſort of Errors are, A fſigminy wrong canſes to effefts. 
Qae Error is this , fome have conceiv'd , that Grafrong #1 the 
canſe of early bearing of fraits and doth wuch better all fruit. eAl- 
berr: AMas: airs, it's better, propter digeſtionem Succi in node fa- 
Ham: becauſe of the digeſtion of ihe lap inthe knot, 
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So allo Creſſentias < and addes: & 5/te nodus facit diverſitatem D. NatiPlant; 
exnems,que eff in Maly, & Pyria,C ceteris fruttibus: T he knot, Lib. 2.pag, 87. 
(which is between the Graft «xd the Stock, ) makes alÞ the diffe- 
rence which is found in Peares, Apples, and other fruits: Bapr. Lib de Culr, 
Perr, likewiſe aſcribes all toGraftivg : He ſaies, Trees coming of & Lnbir. 
ſeed, Longs eſt expeflatio ad fruftunm produttionew : Infitio vere in 
aliquibus eodem Anno producit, Trees coming of feed, are long 
ere they beare fruit, but being Grafted, ſome kinds beare in a 
yeare or two. So allo Columells Lib.'ds Arbor. pag. 490. Lo. Nat, Hiſt, 
Ba. wanted ſome experience in this point, who fajes , There P*8 97: 
% no doubt , but that Grafting ( for the moſt part ) doth meliorate 
frat: and againe, Grafting doth Generally advance, and meliorate 
fruits above that which they would be, if they were ſet of keruels, or 
ſtones. T he Canſe ( ſaith he ) « mavifeſt, for that the nouriſhment 
# better prepared in the ſtocks then in the crude earth. 

I ſay herein theſe Antbonrs afſigne 4 Wrong Canſe to an effett: 

for ſomply Grafting contributes nothing at all to the early bea- 

' ring of Fruic, nor to its goodneſle . But the Canſe is In the 
Nature of the Grafts: if they be Grafts cut from bearing trees, 
and 6f good {inds , they beare fruits in a yeare or two, but ifthey 
be Grafts trom young unbearing trees coming of ſeed, ſuch Grafts 
will not beare the ſooner for Graftizg , it is not ſimply grafting, 
I ſay, nor the kzor (as the Authors ſpeake of) that makes trees 
beare one yeare,oneday,the ſooner, for if ſo, then grafts from 
young wnbearing trees, coming of ſeed, grafted in the ſame man- 
ner, and upon as good ſtocks, as other grafts from. old bearing. 
trees, they would beare fruits the one fort as ſoon as the other; 
bur it is otherwiſe : ſo that the Caſe lyes not pwply in grafting, 
but in the Nature of the grafts: 11,0 

Newher does Grafting make fruits(at all)the better, otherwiſe- 
then as z ou chute grafts of a good 44ud,for weeknow Grafts rule, 
and keepe their owne Natures. And the Cauſe is not well affign'd 
by the Author who faies: ir « for that the nowriſoment # better 
prepared in-the flocks, then in the crude earth: for we know the 
Branches of an ungrafted tree, receive ſap not imm<cdiately from 
the crude Earth, but from a ſtock or body,as well as the branches 
of the Grafted tree: the ſtock of the Graftedzree, is a wild ſtock, 
and of the ſame nature,as is the ſtock,or body, of the anpſced

grafting: The Author aſſerts this truth plainely elſewhere: rhe

Another of the third ſort of Errors, is this. 

Alate Author faies : the Caſe why trees beare not fruit in a 
few yeares after grafting is, becauſe they were grafted in the old of © 
the Moone : for (ſaith he ) ſo many daies as the Moone us old when 

you graft, ſo many yeares will the Graft be ere it beare fruit. 

The Canſe i here miſtaken: for the Moone hathno ſuch in- 
Agence upon fruit-trees, as to withhold their fruits in this man- 
ner:men(we ſee by experience)graft in all ſeaſons of the Moon, 
and find no ſuch difference in the bearing of the trees: The cheife 
Canſes of unfruitfulne (ſe of trees, are when they are not fir for the 
Countrie where they are planted. 

Secondly: when the Grafts are choſen from young unbearing T reess 
thirdly. Repletion,or overmach nouriſhment: 

- Fourthly: (oldne ſſe,or overmoiſtneſſe of the ground: 

Fifthly: froſt s,or cold winds in the Spring. , 
Thirdly: Another of the third ſore of Errors is this . 

Many conceive that /ap in Trees doth deſcend from the Branches 
to the Rootes,Which canſcth ſeverall effefts; as falling of the Leaves, 
goodneſſe of the Rootes of divers Plants for uſe &c:but the Cauſe of 
rheſe Effes is miſtaken,for Sap in Trees never deſcends, but al- 
waies aſcends;And Leaves of T rees fall in Autumne, not becauſe 
ſap deſcends from them, but becauſe Sap aſcends not to them ſuffici« 
ent to nouriſh, or feed them any longer. OE 

And if Rootes are beſt in Autumne,that is not Cauſed by deſcent 
of Sap,bat for that the Body,and Branches of a Tree in Antums- 
ze draw but a ſinall- quantity of Sap from the Rootes,and the 
Rootes even th-x draw ſap for theEarth,and increaſe upon it,and 
ate well ſtored with ſap after the Branches haue done increaſing: 
and there the ſap reſts cheifely,a? that ſeaſon. 

Some who hold deſcending of ſap may(perhaps)confirme their 
Opinion from ſmall ſprings of the Rootes of Plants when they 

are 
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are removed i» eAutumne. Its ttue:The Roots of Plants ſet 5» 
| the beginning of September(or about that time ) doe ſpring forth 
2 little at the cut ends of the Rootes , before winter ,.'»or be- 
cauſe Sap deſcends from the Branches to them, for though all the 
Branches are cut off before ſetting, (as ſometimes they are,)yet 
the Rooteswill ſpring chew, becauſe ſome degree of heate (pro- 
portionable to that purpoſe) is, at that ſeaſon, in the top of 
the earth by reaſon of the immediate fore-going ſummer, 
ſoe that Plants ſet while this heat laſteth , they will germinate, 
and ſpring forth in their Rootes before winter:(the husbandman 
knowes in this ſeaſon, it is beſt to ſow his Fheate and Rye : ) 
And alſo becauſe the Sunne(as yet)hath an influence ſufficient to 
make ſeeds, and Roots of Plants co ſpring forth, which towards 
December it hath not,being then too remote from us, ſoethatr it 
is not deſcending of Sap that Canſeth theſe effeRs, | 

The learned Lord Bacon did not well conſider this poynt who 


ſuppoſed & deſcention of [ap in Antumne, ſpeaking concerning ſet- Natthiſt, p; 
ting a Bough in the ground prepared by disbarking for that pure 111,and 94+ 


pole,ſaies, the Canſe why it will ſoone after be a faire Tree,may be 
this , the baring of the Bark keepeth the ſap from deſcending towards 
ſvinter: here's a wrong Canſe «ſegned to an effeft, for it is not the 
ſuppoſed keeping up of the Sap(by that meanes he ſpeaks of)that 
Canſeth ſuch a Bough to grow the better, but the cauſe is for that 
ſuch aBough, by disbarking,hath got ſome ſmall|Roots,or ſtrings, 
(or at leaſt ſome roughneſle or knobs capable of Rootes,) in the 
paſſage up of the ſap, whereby(being ſet)it will become a Tree in 
certaine yeares. ' | 
This Opinion of deſcention of ſap 5n Trees is an. old Error, of 

many yeares ſtanding, and is radicated-in the Minds of moſt 
men,many uling it as a Simlirude to illuſtrate ſome ſpirituall 
thing. as if it werea reall,and undoubted-truth, whereas it is but 
a weake,and groundleſſe conceipt, and contrary to ' Reaſon and 
experience.

This may be more cleare if we conſider the Canſe why ſap in -

Farther'olierve; to prove this, If we remove Plants 5 Sep- 
rember,or about that time(the pretended ſeaſon of deſte»ſion of 
ſap) and let them lye out of the earth a day or two ,. we ſhall 
finde,that theſunne and ayre will( in that ſhort time)have ſackt, 
and drawne out ſap and moiſture from the Branches , ſo that they 
will be apparently ſhrunke, and contraRed. (I have ſeene ſore 
Branches ſo much wrinkled , that I queſtioned whether they 
were dead, or alive.) But after the Plants have beene ſet certaive 
daies, /o much ſap will be aſcended as will againe have fil- 
led up the wrinkled, or contracted bark,'ſo that it is evident and 
apparent hereby,that ſome ſmall quantity of ſap hath aſcended 
into the branches ſince their ſetting, and if fo, then its cleare 
there's no deſcenſion of {ap,can any thing move contrary waies at 
one time?

Its'ma- 
nifeſt then from what bath been ſaid, that'ſap-in Trees aſcends us

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life in Trees , by ſupplying what is extraRed by the Sure and 
Ayre: ſo that it may be concluded there is no deſcenion of ſap; 
unleſſe men will hold that a thing may move ſeverall waies, up- 
wards and d1wnwards,at one and the. ſame time , which is a con- 
tradition,and impoſlible in nature.

Sot upto a comfortable well grounded confidence of the love of 
God inChriſt, wherein he walked chearefully many yeares toge- 
ther, yet afterwards (about the middle of the day,according to 
the Prophets computation Pſalm. 90. 10. ) the Sun was clouded, 
and the /pirit,and /ap ſuſpended,ſoe that (by degrees) he loſt nor 
only the ſence of the light of Gods countenance,towards him,& the 


ſight of the graces of his ſpirit, but queſtioned all his former Evis 
dences of his intereſt in Chriſt,and{ eſpecially at ſome times)even 


caveall for loſt, 

And notwithſtanding the daily uſe of all ſpirituall meanes,he 
ſtill fell lower,and lower,more, and more feares, & terrors-increa- 
ſed in him,which were made more ſharp, 8 heavy,by.many out- 
ward afſlitions,greatCroſſes,and diſappoyntments at the ſame time, 
which befel him in reference to his body, vame,ontward eſtare,Cal- 
ling friends,and relations every one of which was a ſoreafflition, 
ſingle and of itſelfe : notwithſtanding all came -upon him in a 
ſhort ſpace, & that not long after great,(and more then ordina- 
ry) [piritnall comforts, evidences of: the love of God in Chriſt:which 
though they might have beene ſome ground to have up held the 
ſoule from ſinking fo low, yet by degrees,were all weake,and of 
no power to uphold amidſt ſuch a throng, and preſent ſenſe of 
heavy, and laſting Temptations as were upon both his: :»ward, 
& outward man, but by reaſon thereof the immediate ſucceeding 
defertion was the more ſenſible, & tooke the deeper impreſſion: As 
a man that falls ſuddenly from a high and eminent Condition of 
outward comforts, into great miſery, and want, the ſence of his 
prelent miſerie,zs therefore the more preſſing, 

In this ſad, and darke time, he.laboured ( by. Prayer, Faſting, 
help of friends,and all waies ofhumbling himſelte)to get comfort, 
and ſupport , but ſtill ic was hid from him, he was ( by degrees ) 
caſt downe very low,and brought even to deſpaire, inſo-much 
that at fome times (through the violence of Temptations,and ap- 
prehenſions of the abſence,& loſſe of God he cryed out,& rored 


az 
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as a man in torment of body,that had had ſome, diſeaſe, or bur« 


.hing in his Bowells: At ſome times when he heard” the word 
preached,ſuch terroys ſeaſed upon him, that he had no reſt, neither 


in body, nor mind; he could neither fit ſtill, nor Rand till, noe 
reſt inany poſture, fearefall inje&tions thronged in upon him, 
and ſuch woefull apprehenſions of an, nndoneCondition,were(at 
thoſe ſeaſons eſpecially) repreſented tothe mind, that he is not 
able to expreſle the horror of them. TR 
And after a certainetime of the abſence of the Spirit, in the 
ſeeling workings of it, and ſence of the graces; Corruptions (at 
ſometimes more eſpecially) grew ſtrong, Paſſions and murmu- 
rings againſt the righteous proceedings of God with him (and 


' Corraptions allo of otherNatures)brake forth fromtime to time, 


which were afting to all other Miſeries that be fell him, and 
which were (being improved,and ſtrongly ſet on by Sathan a«- 
Sainſt him)grounds & foundations of the moſt fearefull appre- 
henſions that came into his minde ; The enemy _ it 
againſt him, (and that from many grounds of Scripture miſap- 
plyed) that no child of God didever fall into the like, aud la- 
bouring to -periwade him thatno one gailty of the like ſhould 
poſſibly ever recover out of ſach a ſtate. as 
This was « long and tedious winter,in which ſeldome any /anze, 
or ftarrs appeared to him, and then but dimly, and ſoone clou- 
ded againe:the-ſoule was(for the moſt part)filled with ſtormes, 
and tempeſts,fad apprehenſions of many preſent evills, and feares 
of more, and Worſe to come upon him: (T heparticaler paſſages 
of which Condition, might be related at larg, were it conveni- 
ent. 
<A the Lord hath ſaid, he will nor contend for ever, neither will 
be be alwaies wrath, leſt the ſpirit faile before him, He correfteth in 
meaſure: At length the ſunne of righteouſneſſe beganne to ariſe with 
healing in hi wings, and to ic ſome beames of light into his 
darke ſoule, which increaſed more & more unto the perfedt day: 
As he fell by degrees, ſo by little, and little, (after a time) in 
the uſe of meanes, he was raiſed up againe, and reſtored to 
former comforts, with great and many additions and advan- 
rages. 
g- he Lordpat a new ſong into bis Mouth, even praiſes and 
thanksoivings unto his God; Let the father of mercies and the any 4

Tolay up Treaſures in 
heaven:Now inthe time of plenty, to ſtore up againſt a time of 


famine, to gather now in Summer againſt a ſpending time in. 


Winter: - Now to gather Ewvidences, and [are grounds of the un- 
changeable laue of God towards ws,to make ſure of our intereſt in 
Chriſ#,that ſo we may be able to Hes conquer, and to ftand 
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Fruit-trees that bring forth the faireſt, and moſt beautifull bloſ- 
ſomes, Leaves,and ſhootes,rhey (uſually )bring forth the feweſt, and 
leaſt fruits becauſe Where Nature ts intent, and vigorouſly preſſing 
zo ao one worke( ſpending its ſtrengh there) it is at the ſame time,weak, 
avout other works:but diſtinft,and ſeverall works of Nature, jn mos 
derate,and remiſſe degrees,are all promoted,at the ſame time. | 
This isanother S$imilitude, &c:whence we learne; that, ; 


Generally thoſe perſons Who are exceſſive,and moſt curions about 
the Formes of duties, have leaſt of the power of godlineſſe. 

There are ſome who(wanting ſincerity)lay ont their thoughts, 
and endeavors about the oxr/ide of duties,they. will be as forwar 
(it may be)as any,about the exxrernall parts of worſhip, who have 
nothing of the zrath of Grace in them: Much formality, little, or 
no ſncerity. 

The Phariſees were exceflively carefull, about the o#rj;de of 
Gods Worſhip: Mat.6.2.5.16.1n Preaching, Prayingsfaſting giving 
Almes &c:their care was mainely to make cleane the or/;zde, to 
carry things fairly to the world,that they might have the praiſe of 
men:broad PhylaGteries,long Prayers,gxattneſſe in tithing Mynt, 
Annis,& Cummin: Striftneſſe in obſerving the Sabath, & outward 
Ceremonies, but where was ſincerity all this while, they had the 

forme,but wanted the power of Goalineſſe. TheſeWere but Leaves, 


* buds,or bloſſoms, but'noe Fruits they were not profitable to them, 


as to Eternall advantages. CMar.5.20. Except your rightouſneſſe 
exceeed the righteouſneſſe of the Scribes,and Phariſees,yee ſhall in noe 
caſe enter into the kingdome of heaven. 

So it was among us of late yeares,bowing at the Name of Jeſus, 
and Communion T able,Snypleſſe, Common-Prayer &c: thele and 
ſuch like were prefſed with all eagerneſſe, and ſtricktneſle, 

The Body of Religion wis larg, and monſtrous, .but without a 
ſeale,or if any, it was Leane, avd feeble. | 

Thefe kind of perſonsare like the /ndian Figg-tree that Pliny 
ſpeakes of, which had Leaves, as broad as T argers, but fruits, 
no bigger then 4 Beave. "1 | | 

Ler every one take heed of this, and not ſuffer their ſpirits, 
and endeavors to runne our, and be ſpent, about things of /eſſer 
moment, and neglec the greater. ny 
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This is a foule faule among us at this day, ſome men ſtand. 
more about the formes of worſhip,then about the power of it,they 
looke fo much afterthe way, manner, and circumſtances, that 
they almoſt looſe the /ub/tance , things which are but as haſks, 
or ſhells,to the Kernels,or as Leaves,in reſpeR of fraits. 

Some others labour more for Gifts,then for graces, for humane 
Learning,then for holineſſe: All theſe are guilty gt the ſame folly, 
as thoſe who take more care about the ſhape, and faſhion of the 
Garment,then the health,and ſoundneſſe of the body; Or(to uſe 
the Metaphor in hand) they bring forth Leaves, inſtead of 
fruits, and fo are unprofitable Trees, lyable to Gods diſpleaſure, 
and cutting Yowne, every moment: and alſo to be accompted 
by diſcermng Spirits, ) to be ſuch as have little, or nothing, of 
The power of godlineſſe.

The wayes,and Converſations of men diſcover what their \4- 
tures are: If men of diſcerning Judgments will but exactly ob- 
ſerve,and try the A#ioxs of others,they may (by degrees) con- o 
clude from what Principles they aR, G 

Its true indeede:from the Attons, and wayes of ſome perſons, 
a man cannot ealily conclude this,Y ices in [cme are clothed in the 
habits of Vertaes, howſoever of ſome others this is more cleare. 
The worke of grace in the hearts of ſome is ſo cleare,and apparent 
in their lives,and Converſations,that if men will but judge acor- 
ding to Scripture Rules, the worke wilt be manifeſt:So on the 
other ſide concerning Profane, and ſcandalons perſons, a man 
may without breach ofcharity conclude ſuch perſons to be (at 
preſent): the Gall of bitterneſſe,and bond of iniquity. 

And though Formal] Profeſſors may tor a time deceive us, by 
their Leaves,and bloſſoms of good words, ſhewes, Profeſſions, Formes, 
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and outward obſeruations, Wolves may have on Sheeps clothing, Yet 
if we caſt,and obſerve theix fruits, after a time we ſhall kwow chem, © 
Mat: 7.16.by their fruits yee ſhall know them, So againe, Lak.6. 
44. Every tree uu knowne by hu ovvnfruit, 

This ſhould teach every one to try their owne frwszs , by the 
word of God: for thereby will be comfort to them that feare 
God , they may have continuall grounds of rejoycing when they 


| obſerve their fruits to be good,to be fuch as the husbandman cals 


for,and approves of; they may thence conclude that they are 
Trees of the Lords planting, Engrafted Trees, and this is a ground 
of joy indeed , to know our wawmes are Written in heaven. And 
here alſo wilt be grounds of conviction to wnſonnd Chriftians, 
for by 2 certaine knowledge of the Frnts R they may have a cet- 
taine knowledge of the Trees. And therefore; let fuch give them- 
ſelves no reſt, until! they find the nature of their fairs changed, 
—_—_ they may conclude ,. that the nature of the 2ree is alſo 
changed. » | 

The throngh,and ſerious con{ideration of this Propofirion,may 
be a ſpeciall meanes to suppotrt , aud ſatisfie the ſpirits of Gods 
people who are in a doubting condition, and queſtion the ruth 
of their graces, for let ſach conſider , that hereby they may re- 
ceive the beſt ſatisfaRion that beleevers can poſſibly receive, 
(next unto the immediate teſtimony of the ſpirit of God )to look 


. upon, and try their fairs by the word, for fruits are infallible evi- 


dences of the natwre of the T ree.that brings chem forth. Therefore 
obſerve; if theſe, and [nch like fruits are bromght forth , the Tree is 
certainly good,an ingrafted Tree. If there be fervent defores, pan- 
rings,and breathings of the ſoule after God delight in the word , and 
ordinances, Love 10 God,and hu people , ſecret goings ont of the /oule 
after, and cloſing With [pirituall things,dificking and hating corrmp- 
tions,and what{oever ts againſt the minae of God, and oppoſing of it, 
witha riſing of ſpirit againſt it with 2e4te, and indignation , if there 
be a ſecret joy , and cheerefwlneſſe in th e ſpirit when things goe we!l 
with the people of God, When holineſſe, and the power of goalineſſe i 
like to be ſet np, promoted, and emcouraged , and ſin ſnppreſſed: if the 
ſpirit be ſtirred to pray againſt the dominion, and power ,"f wicked, & 
unregenerate men,nos only ſuch as are prophant, but al/o ſuch as are 
but morally honeſt, though they be accompliſht with the utmoſt of na= 
tnrall and morall endowments , priſing and preferring PR". - 

 bolimeſſe 
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holineſſe in any perſon before all gifts without grace. 

Theſe frairs (I ſay.) are real and infallible evidences of a good 
rree,of a T ree ingrafted into Chrift,and that ſoule that finds them 
in it ſelfe,(if the ſpirit of God ſhine upon them, and ſhew them) 
may as certainly conclude npon the zrath of grace there , as if an 
eLngell were ſent from God to tell ſuch a one, that he is belov'd. 
of God. 

It is as poflible in nature,for Thorxes to bring forth Grapes, or 
Thiftles, Figgs;as for a bad Tree(a perſon out of Chriſt) to bring 
forth the/efruits.

From this Ob/ervation we ate taught: That 


' Wye ſhould bend all our defires and endeavonys, that the beſt gifts, 
Graces,and Fruits, may eſpecially increaſe. "0 ' 
The Apoſtle ſaies, 1.Cor: 12. There are diverſities of gifer 
wrought by the [ame ſpirit , all of them deſirable and profitable, 
but ſome are wore profitable then others, which he exhorts.us.to 
looke after , and deſire,eſpecially Verſ, 3.1. Covert earneſtly the - 
beſt Gifts. | 
. There is a precellency,and greater worth in ſome Fruits then 
in ſome others, 1.Cor: 13.. 4 Will ſbew you amore excellent 
way. And Phil. 1. 10.T hat yee may approve things that are excellent 
or (as ſome read it )rhings thar differ. Follow after charity , and 
deſire ſpirituall gifts,but rather that yee may prophecie,1 .Cor: 14.1.
